BUTTER PRODUCTION. 


W hat a Little Thinking Ha# Don# For 
the Dairyman. 
The average farm er bas but little 
idea, we are convinced, of the wide 
difference there is in cows or in the 
system s of m anagem ent, says H o ard ’s 
Dairyman. 
W herever we have taken 
cow censuses the farm ers w ere great­
